A record vote was polled, not only 
in the cities and towns, but in the} 
rural districts as well. The women 
took part in today’s voting, following 
an active part in the campaign. 

Tt was anticipated that the women 
would infituence the result in favor of 
the present regulations, but the resuit 
appears to indicate that a large num- 
ber of the women voters endorsed tne 
proposed new regulation of govern- 
ment control. 

Strenuous Campaigns, 

Strenuous cainpuigns ywere 
by both the prohibitioniste and the 
moderationists, and both ,sides were 
equally confident as to the result of 
today’s balloting, 

The first referendum on the liquor 
question on which the present pro- 
hibition act was based, was taken in 
1916 and resulted inya smal major- 
ity for the “drys.” 

The vote was then 41,806 for pro- 
hivition and 36,102’ against. The civ- 
lian vote was “‘dry”’ ‘but the vote of 
the soldiers gave a wet majority.

The present act 
was amended at the last session of the 
legislature to permit of the sale of 
only eight ounces of liquor from a 
druggist or government dispensary un- 
der a medical prescription. The act 
in ite original form allowed the sale 
of any quantity on a doctor’s pre- 
scription, and the government liquor 
stores in the various centres of popu- 
lation @id a thriving business. Under 
the present act, the illicit mannufac- 
ture and sale of liquor by’ bootlegyers 
thrived, and this fact, moderationints 
gay, was a determining factor in to- 
day's result. 

Claims Confusion in Public Mind. 

W. L. Savage, president of the prohi- 
bition party in British Columbia, to- 
night eaid to the Canadian Press that 
the result of the referendum showed 
that there had been a confusion in the 
public mind on the term “government 
control.” Particularly was this eo with 
regard to the women's vote.

IRISH RULE OF 
ASSASSINATION 


Sir Hamar Greenwood Declares 


Reign of Terror is Being 
Broken by Crown Force 


DEFENDS ACTIONS 


Chief Secretary for Ireland Re- 
plies to Motion by Henderson 
Demanding Enquiry 


LONDON, Oct, 20.—Debate on the 
Irish situation was precipitated in the 
house of commons Wednesday by Ar- 
thur Henderson, former Labor mem- 
ber of the cabinet, who demanded an 
inquiry into reprieals from the police 
and soldiers in Ireland, 

While admitting armed forces of 
the crown had suffered provocation, 
the government's po:icy, Mr, Hen- 
derson asserted, seemed to him to 
aim at stamping out nationalist 
opinion and breaking the spirit of the 
Irish people. 

Greenwood Defends 

Replying to Mr. Henderson's 
marks, Sir Hamar Greenwood, 
secretary for Ireland, declared Mr, 
Henderson had not produced a single 
case to justify aie motion. The chief 
secretary stoutly defended the gov- 
ernment forces against the charges. 
He declared a great majority of the 
cases were alleged without known 
facts, or were alleged against police- 
men or so'diers acting in self-defense 
'The chief secretary detailed the cir- 
{cumstances of the murder of Inspec- 
tor Brady waich occurred recently. 
| He admitted there had been reprisals 
in this case, Three shops belonging 
to notorious Sinn Feiners had been 
jburned, he said, and seven of their 
shops smasned. He was convinced, 
however, that persons who asuffered 
from the reprisals had connived at 
or possibly helped in the murder of 
the inspector. He regretted the re- 
prisals but declared these men had 
No right to complaint.

Reign of Terror 

“The difficulty is,” continued the 
chief secretary, ‘that there ig a reign 
of terror waich extends throughout 
the country. The Irish republican 
army, organized in brigades, com- 
panies end platoons, armed throughout 
the couritry with branches in Eng‘and, 
Scotland and Walesa, has terrorized 
until recently, nearly the whole of 
Ireland. I am giad to ay that terror 
is being broken by forces of the 
crown. t is only the British govern- 
ment acting through its forces in Ire- 
lond that can break this terror. Tae 
Irish people are helpless under it. 
The ,Roman Catho‘ic church is ai- 
mittedjy impotent to break it.”

Debate Simmers Down to Due. 

The Irish debate in ¢he house of

The defence of the government, set 
up y Gir Hamar Greenwood. chief 
secretary for Ireland, was that “while 
the Asquithians put the emphasis on 
the reprisals, 1 put it on the provoca- 
tion.” He insisted that no case had 
been made for what he characterised 
as Arthur Hendereons’ ineulting resolu 
tion, demanding an inquiry into the 
reprisals by the police and soldiers 
in Ireland. He incidentally remarked 
that the United? States ‘was no longer 
welcoming immigration from Ireland 
because it did not dea're to swell the 
vast total of disturbine elements in 
the republic, an@ he declared his in- 
tention to rake Ireland from end to 
ene. including Ulster, in the search for

clear themselves of the charge of con- 
nivance in the reprisals. 

Mr. Asquith asserted that there was 
prima facie evidence that some of- 
ficers and servants of the excutiv in 
Irland had far exceeded the limits of 
\legitimate self-defence and that wn- 
)til the pereptrators of the reprisals 
‘received punishment, there would not 
be the shadow of respect for the 
authorities in Ireland. 

Andrew Bonar Law, the govern- 
ment leader in the house, based his 
refusal on an inquiry on the neces- 
sity of supporting the officials and 
those responsible for the maintenance 
of law and order. He declared the 
officers had condemned the reprisals, 
which since then had been greatly re- 
duced. The gocernment, he added, 
could not be a party to such crime 

Question of MacSwincy. 

On a motion to adjourn, Command- 
er Jos, M. Kenworthy, Independent- 
Liberal member for Hull, raised the 
jquestion of Lord Mayor MacSwiney, 
| who is a hunger striker in Brixton 
jjJail. He said he had reecived a tele- 
|gram fro mthe lord mayor’s wife and 
sister saying the prison phsician had 
threatened the patient with forcible 
feding with lime juice. 

Edward Shortt, secretary for home 
affairs, replied that he had no inform- 
ation, but if the doctor thought lime 
juice would ease MacSwiney, amt? help 
hjm to live afd give him another 
chance of seeing his senses, the doct- 
or would be justified in trying to in- 
duce him to take it, and, indeed, in 
forcing him upon it. 

Mr. Shortt added that he was aware 
that the prisoner had taken light 
medicines from time to time, but that 
he was not aware whether he had tak- 
en lime juice.

Dominion Child Welfare Confer- | 


ence Declares Post Would 
Not be a Sinecure . 


OTTAWA, Oct. 


of the Dominion Child Welfare con- 
ference held for tne past two days 
here was the formation of the Cana- 
dian Council of Child We%fare. The 
Objects of the new organization, as 
set forth by Dr. Young, of British 
Columbia, are to co-operate with tue 
child welfare division of the depart- 
ment of health; to prepare and dis- 
seminate information on child wel- 
fare work, and to recommend @ pro- 
gram for the work throughout the 
Dominion. 

Any nationally organized bodies in- 
terested in caild welfare work are to 
be represented on the council. The 
recommendation provided for two 
representatives from each of these 
dodies, but several delegates from 
Western provinces and from Quebec 
thought this would mean a prepon.- 
erance of Ontario people on the coun- 
cil, and on a yote being taken it was 
decided to make the representation 
for eaca national organization one. 

Dr. John A. Amyot, deputy minis- 
ter of health, explained the relation- 
ship which might exist between the | 
voluntary organization and the de- 
partment of health. If the council 
desired to put on a nation-wide child 
welfare week, he fet sure the de- 
partment would help in every way 


possible. 
The first resolution brought in by 
the resolutions committee recom- 


mended the appointment of a minis- 
ter of parenthood in the Dominion 
Tae resolution pointed out that the 
post would be by no eans a sinecure 
and that it was a neccasity It re- 
ferred to the discussions which had 
taken pince at the conference showing 
the necessity for organized efforts in 
taking care of the mother as well as 
the child. 

This was referred to the Dominion 
ccuncil of hea'th. 

Another resolution called on the 
gevernment to rescind the legisia- 
tion which cuts out the  franking 
privileges for tne sending of birth, | 
marriage and death notices § after 
April next. This was also adopted 
and referred to the provisional execu- 
tive committee. 

The final resolution which was 
adopted amid applanse, asked that 
legislation be enacted, prohibiting the| 
placing out of children either In free 
or boarding homes, except by adop 


tion, or except by the sanction of 
some responsible official of a epe- 
eific organization, appointed by the 


province to look after this work.
